Big’ Resetvdir-to to 
Supply Water Here

A definite: announcement. of the 
date of the. opening of the new 
San Pablo reservoir may he ex- 
pected at any time now. The final 


4 work. of connecting the reservoir } 


with thg« distributing systems of 
Richmond, Berkeley, Albany and 
the .adjacent portion of Oakland ts 
now being finished. 

Something of the ongitieerhig and 
construction. problem: .worked “out: 
in building the reservoir is told in’ 
the lattest number of Bubbles,” ‘the 
East Bay Water Company's maga- 
zine, which has just reached here. 

After forty-six moriths of ¢ontinu-' 
ous labor and expense, “many ‘seri- 
ous Mor problems to solve and nu- 
merous engineering dbstacles to 
overcome, the San Pablo-project is 
about “ready to be delivered to-the 
operating department. All that re- 
mains is to finish connecting’ the 
42-inch outfall pipe line, to service 
lines. 

The outlet tunnel was completed 
last week. 

The filtration plant is ready. for 
business. - 

The dam as it stands today con- 
tains 1,509,975 eubic yards of 
siuiced rock’ and earth and this 
amount of yardage was actually 

oved and placed within a period 
Sf twenty-four months, giving an 
average of material —placed each 
mionth of 66,399 cubic yards, or 
2,013 ‘cubic yards per day. The 
average nuiiber of men engagéd in 
sluicing operations per diy was €8, 
giving a yardage per man per day 
of 28 enbic yards; which in com- 
parison with any data we have been 
able to~secure on other projects, 
gives the, San Pablo project a favor- 
able increase: over’ all undertakings 
of a-similar’ nature.
